us bankrupt of munitions. 
Helped Allies Financially, 

“The truth is not that we have 
done less on land than we hoped to 
do, ut that we have striven to do 
more than we, with the limited re- 
Sources for the manufacture of war 
material, were capable of doing in 
so short a period. Apart from our 
naval power and our military power, 
we have placed freely at the disposal 
of our allies our financial power. 
Since hostilities began we have rais- 
ed for war purposes approximately 
1,200,000,000 pounds by loans, bonds 
or by bills, Owing to our strength we 
have been able to” obtain this vast, 
indeed vunthinkable sum, at’ rates 
from 11-2 to 214-2 per cent. lower 
than those obtaining in Germany, 
Austria and Hungary, Morgover, the 
financial assitance which we have 
given has represented merely our 
immediate available resources. We 
have great reserves still untouched 
and these in due course, if necessity 
arises, will be also used in promoting 
the common. cause, 

Must Do Still More. 

“We have done much, and we must 
do still more, We must retain com- 
mand of the seas, because it is es- 
sential to our welfare and to the wel- 
fure of the countries associated with 
us, (We must Increase the strength 
of our armies, and provide them with 
every kind and description of arma- 
ment and munitions they require. 
We must also be prepared to raise 
further loans.”
